BOBBITT’S REMINISCENT. 
Mt. Vernon, Ky., May 28th, 1901. 

Editor Mt. Vernon Signal: — 

Being again in your town, and 
feeling fixe Ponce de Leon, an old 
man of fading fame and failing lor- 
tune, my mind reverts back four 
decades, when I, as a beardless boy 
came here to make a speech for 
Breckinridge and Lane in i860. I 
remember in one of my lofty out- 
bursts of eloquence, a man in the 
audience exclaimed, “that is a d — n 
lie!” I said, I only speak of the 
record to vindicate the truth of 
history, then he said, “History 
lies!” Up to that time, I had 
never had a fight, — but since that 
time, I have whipped more than 
half a dozen men, for far less insult. 
I then did not know that I would 
fight. Rockcast 
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Federal forces had been routed, 
horse, foot, and dragoon: when 
Abraham Lincoln and his Cabanet, 
and his Congress were trembling 
in their boots, expecting every 
moment for Davis, Beauregard and 
Johnson to come thundering like 
modern Hannibals at the gate of 
the Capital, demanding its sur- 
render. McClellan, McClellan, Mc- 
Clellan was the cry, and the hero 
of Rich Mountain and Anteitam, 
rushed to the rescue of the National 
Capital, and drove back the rebel 
hords that were threatening it with 
destruction!”
